1 . Amendment filed on July 31 , 2003 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 2-3, 5,12,20-27,30,33-81 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 2-3, 5,12,20-27,30,33-81 include allowable subject matter since the prior 
art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach 
or suggest the claimed limitations. Muller (U.S. Patent No. 5,285,131), and others, does 
not teach the claimed invention having an optical device comprising programmable 
elements formed on a surface of a substrate, the programmable elements capable of 
being selectively programmed to create a reflective filament pattern for reflecting 
radiation in a selected optical pattern.
